Dear Dave,

| rate the cover photo a ‘‘ten’’. | have a 
lot of fond memories of both Warren Page 
and Bob Hart. They both contributed 
greatly to benchrest shooting. 

In the same issue, | read George 
Fullmer’s article. His articles are always 
interesting, and laced with ‘‘tongue- 
in-cheek”’ humor. | wish P.S. had more 
contributors like George. In that article, 
George made some reference to the 
subject of bullet diameter to barrel di- 
ameter fit and | thought the readers of 
P.S. may be interested in what Shilen 
Rifles has found on the subject. 

We have been doing rebarrelling for 
over 25 years and currently rebarrel 
several hundred rifles a year. This has 
given us the opportunity to inspect a large 
number of rifle barrels that do not shoot 
well. The single, most often found fault in 
rifle barrels that we inspected was that 
they were oversize in groove diameter. 
That, plus the experimenting we have 
done with the barrels we manufacture 
has proven to me beyond any doubt that 
oversize barrels do not shoot as accu- 
rately as barrels that are the correct size, 
or slightly undersize. 

Yes, there are always exceptions to the 
rule that cannot be explained, such as 
George’s story of the .226” diameter 
barrel that shot very well. | really believe

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that in such cases, the rifle shot well in 
spite of the factor instead of because of 
it. 

The largest groove size barrel | ever 
personally shot that would deliver 
competitive bench rest accuracy was a 
22 caliber that measured .2246” in the 
groove, and shot bullets that measured 
.2244” on the pressure ring and .2241” 
on the body. 

How much oversize is too much? In 
hunting type sporter and varmint rifles 
.0005” seems to be the average number. 
| say average because the exact toler- 
ance will vary slightly due to depth and 
width of the lands in the barrel. We 
believe that when the groove size of the 
barrel exceeds the bullet diameter by 
more than .0005” accuracy will suffer. 

In bench rest rifles | believe the groove 
size should never exceed the bullet size. 
If your 6MM bullets measure .2433” on 
the pressure ring, then .2433” is the 
largest groove size barrel | would rec- 
ommend using. 

There is a lot of evidence indicating that 
undersize grooves, or oversize bullets 
can shoot extremely well, maybe better 
than bullets that perfectly match groove 
size. | cannot make a definite statement 
as to how much undersize is too much, 
or what the optimum sizes would be. 
There are too many variables involved in 
regards to rifling form and bullet form. 

Whereas in the case of an oversize 
barrel we have been able to see a definite 
deterioration in accuracy, that is not the 
case with undersize barrels. The un- 
dersize barrels give more problems with 
pressure than with accuracy. When 
shooting undersize barrels, or oversize 
bullets, if you lower the load to keep 
pressure within reasonable limits, it is 
surprising how well they will shoot. 

There are some who believe that tight 
fitting bullets ‘‘wipe’’ the bore better and 
less fouling results. But there are also 
those who claim the tight bullets give 
more friction and result in excess fouling. 
| have examined a lot of barrels with a 
bore-scope and have not been able to 
determine if ‘‘tight’’ bullets foul more or 
less than ‘‘loose”’ bullets. 

My personal choice for optimum 
bullet/barrel fit is a barrel with a groove 
diameter the same as bullet diameter 
when measured 1/8” forward of the 
pressure ring. My current batch of 6MM 
bullets were made in Rorschach dies and 
measure .2432” on the pressure ring and 
.2430 1/8” forward, so | believe a .2430” 
groove size would be ideal. However, | 
have shot these bullets in barrels mea- 
suring from .2428” to .2432” and could 
see no difference.

(Sharks Gather in Ohio!) 


Some 225 shooters made it to George 
Kelbly’s range in Ohio in May for the 
eleventh running of Skip Gordon’s hit 
play, ‘‘Super Shoot’. The match was 
another smooth success, and the pop- 
ularity of the perennially popular match 
appears sufficient to assure its survival 
for the foreseeable future .... to the 
relief of many who would get out of 
hospital beds to attend this gathering of 
the top shots of both national associa- 
tions, as well as shooters from Europe, 
Australia, and Porcupine, South Dakota.

Dear Art,

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gungier than the first rifle of a ten year old 
boy. On most rifles there will be three 
bearing areas taking up the backthrust; 
the bolt face, the front of bolt handle, and 
the rear of bolt handle (or where it bears 
in the receiver). Check these areas for full 
bearing, same as we do with a bench gun. 
All areas must bear fully! 

Reassemble the rifle, and snap it. Most 
Winchester 52s strike on the camms, 
causing the bolt handle to jump. This 
should be corrected, either with a small 
spot heli-arced on receiver at base 
contact of bolt handle, or relieve at the 
camm. We want all of the firing pin fall to 
work on the primer, not to be spent 
moving the bolt into position. 

We believe the thread fit is very im- 
portant on actions with a thread. Some 
fellows are altering these to Anschutz 
style pin lock-up, and it has a lot going for 
it. If you do thread the action, the thread 
should be smooth, even, and close. The 
threading job should pass what | consider 
to be a basic test. It should be such that 
you have slight resistance to pulling it up 


all the way by hand... . on the final pull 
into position, the resistance should be 
there .... but now .... you should not

be able to take it back out by hand. That’s 
the way | personally judge my own 
threading jobs. An overtight pull here will 
cause the barrel to shrink, and make a 
tight spot ahead of the chamber, giving 
the bullet a very poor start on the one 
journey of its life. 

On Anschutz, you have a pin lockup. 
These and the 52s are best set up 
close-fit again into receiver; the barrel 
butt the same size as the receiver 
opening, so it’s a force-fit. | use a two inch 
bore fitting piece of barrel with a shoulder 
that bears on rear of receiver and a four 
pound hammer to bump them together. 
Note the word bump, not drive. Four 
pound of inertia will work beautifully here. 
(See illustration #1). 

Both of these rifles — Anschutz and 
the Winchester 52, seem to shoot best 
when they are set up so that closing the 
bolt on the chambered round takes 2/2 to 
5 pounds pressure to close. The single 
shot falling blocks respond to the same 
treatment, but with them | prefer the 5 
pounds of pressure on closing the lever. 
The reason for this little rule of thumb is 
thus .... varying pressure on the lever 
or bolt handle will crack the priming 
compound in the base of the rimfire 
cartridge. We want the head of the case 


held firmly, and the bolt and barrel fit 
should have no looseness. The 22 to 5 
pounds pressure takes up some of the 
give from the three bearing areas also. In 
falling blocks, if fit loosely .... the 
hammer hits the firing pin, which moves 
forward, hits the primer... . and moves 
the block forward at the time the primer 
is moving back .... SO we have ev- 
erything moving fore and aft at the same 
time. No wonder they have a reputation 
for vertical stringing! 

In using your Elliott reamer keep in 
mind that the Elliott reamer does not have 
a head as part of the reamer; it is a 
separate piece. The Francis and Hen- 
riksen reamers have an integral head, 
only one measurement to make, and 
hence are easier to work with. The 
chambering reamer should go in far 
enough so that the groove some 1/32 
inch ahead of the crimp of the case should 
just run out of rifling at this point. This lets 
the crimp open up, and not be con- 
strained by the rifling. 

On falling blocks, a reamer with the 
head integral will save some time, as you 
just run it into the barrel until the .041 
headspace is set, and you are done. A 
fixture has been made in our shop, so that 
the two piece Ballard extractor is held in 
position, with a slight outside strain. This 
way the fired case does not expand into 
the cut from a loose fit. 

If you do auto pistols, Elliott made a 
standard reamer for these. Often thought 
it would be nice to try the Elliott match 
reamer run in deeper, and see what would 
happen. 

Model 52s, ‘‘as usual,’ should have the 
firing pin fall lengthened approximately 
1/16 inch, or a specially strong spring

Work on the triggers, as the 
firing pin is brittle as all get out. 

Match rifles done here are headspaced 
at .041. Most of these will have a fired 
case measuring .042... . measured with 
a one inch mike with wide faces. We set 
one Anschutz up so the fired case was 
.041, and the gun shoots just fine. But | 
do believe that my Henriksen gauges at 
.041 are optimum. 

The largest amount of time is spent in 
fitting the extractor cuts. These are laid 
out by installing the chambered barrel, 
with the chamber end heavily coated with 
Dykem Blue. Put in the loading platform. 
Scribe where the extractor is togo.... 
and close. 

You will find that 1” to 1%” Woodruff 
cutters are a big help. | set one up in my 
small mill, freehand radiused the wheel in

my toolpost grinder, to a close copy of the 


radius cut in the original barrel... . had 
previously ground to width. . . . mounted 
grinder in the table of mill. . . . let the mill 
spin, and ground the radius. . . . shut off

the table hand feed, cut the clearance on 
each tooth. As you can see, this can also 
be done in your lathe, using the toolpost 
grinder; center the head for angle, and 
lightly hand feeding in with the cross feed 
(Illustration #3).

Hartford ERA barrel, and a Jersey City 
ERA barrel. Its recommended use is only 
on Pope barrels refit, with headspace as 
Pope made it, namely .044. | am certain 
that | saw this in the Gerald Kelver book, 
“Respectfully Yours, H.M. Pope”. | will 
have to look it up, and underline it this 
time, so | can find it when | want to. 

The edge of the barrel chamber should 
be lightly radiused with an Arkansas 
stone, just enough to take off the sharp 
edge. You don’t want to scrape off the 
lubricant. 

You will find out .... that more time 
can be spent in getting the extractor cuts 
just right than the rest of the job com- 
bined. A study of the barrel that you take 
off the action will explain a lot. 

Anschutz barrels are held on with 3mm 
pins. When you have all the work done, 
and the headspace looks okay, and you 
are ready to drill the holes for the pins 

.takea3mmarill. .. .in our shop the 
drills are all cobalt, or | should say, as they 
are replaced, it is with cobalt drills. Grind 
off all the flute on one, except for 1/16”. 
This is ground flat across with same 
clearance as an end mill. By using a fast 
speed, and taking light cuts, using the 
soft receiver for a guide, one cuts halfway 
through, then turns it over and cuts the 
rest of the way. One can then use the 
same original pins. Drill from the top first 

. that way, run out....ifany....is 
hidden (Illustration #2). 

It’s a basic rule in smallbore. . .. when 
it shoots better dirty than it does when it’s 
clean, it’s time to install a Hart or MATCO 
match barrel. 

Lead bullet rifles call more than jack- 
eted bullet guns for a close fitting pilot.

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IBS Hall of Fame 


Dear Dave: 


Several days ago | sent you the complete listing of all IBS Rifle Hall of Fame winners 
and their accumulative points. Also | made a big loud-mouthed claim that the listing 
was perfect, accurate and above criticism. This turned out to be a huge crock of crap. 

Despite the fact that this is only one day past St. Patrick’s day and that you may 
still have some lingering after effects, | decided to take a chance and herewith make 


several corrections. 


Recall that my list showed two champions for the heavy bench gun, years 1972-1976 
because of the separation of bags and mechanical rests. It just occurred to me that 
NBRSA never crowned two heavy gun champions — whoever shot the smallest 100, 
200 and Grand Aggs regardless of rest used was the guy who garnered Hall of Fame 
points. Accordingly, again to be similarly aligned with NBRSA, | went through my files 
to find the smallest heavy gun aggs for IBS regardless of rest used.

Moving up rapidly in popularity among 
the indoor sports (no wise remarks there, 
fella!) is the venture of sending off a letter 
to Ye Olde Editor, relating that you are 
new in benchrest, and want advice on 
your first benchrest rifle. This type of 
person, for some unknown reason, does 
not approach people in our sport with the 
needed credentials to give him an answer 
in depth .... folks such as Bob Pease, 
Jef Fowler, Wally Hart or Fred Sinclair 
.... for some reason they write to me. 
One of my blunter critics has related that 
he can see two probable reasons for this: 
(1) even though new to the sport, they are 
smart enough to realize that the editor is 
not very smart, period, and hence they 
will not be out of their intellectual depth; 
(2) people such as the four previously 
mentioned authorites are able to quote 
exact prices, and the beginner has a 
funny feeling that those prices are going 
to add up to an unpleasant total, and he 
deliberately chooses, ostrich-like, to 
keep his head in the sand, and avoid 
financial truth at this point. 

So, I’m going to write this article, and 
|canrun it through the photostat machine 
at the office, and save myself a dozen 
individual letters a month. If you feel that 
you know quite a bit about benchrest, or 
if you own a half-dozen benchrest rifles 
already, you can skip the article, and go 
looking for this issue’s crossword puzzle, 
and save yourself the aggravation of 
getting annoyed at a few of the editor’s 
opinions (and | emphasize that many of 
them are just that .... opinions, not 
facts).

Okay, climb up on my knee, little fellow, 
and we'll try to fill you in on the facts of 
life .... Or more correctly the benchrest 
facts of life... . which will give you both 
pleasure and pain .... much like the 
more commonly discussed ‘‘other’’ facts 
of life. Let's get the brutality, and the 
bloodshed and the weeping, and the 
gnashing of teeth out of the way first. . . 
the idea of what a new, custom made 
benchrest rifle will cost you from one of 
our better benchrest gunsmiths. The little 
litany goes something like this: 


ACTION — Rock bottom would be a 
new, or used Remington XP-100 action. 
It has the cylindrical action form, solid 
bottom, and will accept all the popular 
two ounce triggers. Used, they sell in the 
$175 vicinity, and new, at generally 
available discount pricing, in the $225 
vicinity. That’s rock bottom, as | said. 
Next step up would be a Remington 
40XB, or better yet, a 40X-BR; they sell 
on the used market in the $250-$300 
range. | am not personally all that nuts 
about sleeved actions in the year 1983 
.... although they were all the thing in 
the 1970 era; many of their strong points 
were tied to wooden stocks, which are 
not to be considered seriously in 1983 by 
anyone who is more than half-sober, and 
who is merely half-serious about 
shooting good groups, even in local 
competition. A sleeved Remington will 
still shoot quite well; heaven only knows 
that shooters such as Don Geraci and Ed 
Watson still shoot up a storm with the 
darn things, but | see no reason to go 
looking for one specifically per se. For

some reason though, when you find a 
sleeved Remington action, there often is 
a rifle barrel and stock attached to the 
darn thing. We'll discuss this case later, 
when we get around to the subject of the 
used rifle. From this point we move up to 
the epitome of the benchrest gunsmith’s 
art, the custom action. Most of my friends 
are sort of like me on the subject, ranking 
custom actions right up there with the 
Finer Things in Life. Today, you can start 
with the Wichita Model 1375 at $350, the 
Meyer at $400-$425, the Hart at 
$470-$515, the Stolle at $500, the Shilen 
in the $500 range, and the stainless steel 
Hall, in the $560-$660 range. These are 
beautiful pieces of precision machining, 
and the person who feels that a small item 
of cold steel cannot be beautiful .... 
begone, sir; you have no soul, nor ap- 
preciation for the finer things in life! 
So, in the world of actions, what are the 
price ranges of the logical possibilities: 


1. XP-100 $175-$225 
2. 40XB, 40XBR $250-$300 
3. Sleeved $175-$300 


(depending on Remington 
model action) 


4. Custom $350-$660 


BARREL — There are five custom 
barrel makers whose products regularly 
turn up in the winners circle. Hart, Mc- 
Millan, and Shilen, these three make 
barrels by the button-rifling process. 
MATCO (Sherer) and Atkinson (H&S) use 
the cut-rifling process. There's one ar- 
gument | won't get drawn into, the 
benefits of one system versus the other. 
Most shooters today who are not 
hopelessly opinionated will acknowledge 
that any one of these five makers is 
capable of turning out a barrel capable, 
indeed fully capable of winning National 
Championships and setting new records. 
Is there some difference in quality or more 
correctly, in potential of these barrels, as 
they come from the same maker? Un- 
fortunately, there is, but | question the 
barrel makers ability to tell a good barrel 
from a great barrel by current state-of- 
the-art barrel inspecting devices ....

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although he can certainly tell a bum barrel 
when he looks through that borescope. 
Jack Deming fired a Clyde Hart reject 
barrel to National Championships, and as 
| write this, Seely Masker just won 
Painted Post's June heavy varmint 100 
yard aggregate with a .208, using a Hart 
reject barrel that he smooth-talked Jerry 
Hart out of. The ‘‘lowdown,”’ gang, is this 
.... any one of these makers can turn 
out a barrel capable of shooting .250 
aggs at 100 yards any time there are 
decent conditions. A certain percentage 
of these barrels, somewhere in the ten 
percent range, are capable of shooting in 
the teens, and when one of these is 
found, it is greatly treasured by its owner. 
This little bit of wisdom though must be 
tempered by the realization that probably 
only ten percent of our shooters are 
capable of shooting in the teens (for 
reasons of eyesight, nerves, experience, 
temperament, and finally, finances). The 
trick is to get one of those ten per cent 
shooters together with a ten percent 
barrel. 

But | digress (again). Figure an average 
of $175 for a good barrel; some will be a 
little more, some will be a little less. 

An average price for an accuracy 
gunsmith to chamber that barrel is about 
$75.00. You have every right to expect 
that the bench-rest gunsmith will not 
merely turn the threads, run the cham- 
bering reamer in to the proper depth, and 
screw action and new barrel together. 
Gunsmiths such as the P.S. gunsmiths 
just mentally plan on an hour or more of 
lapping lugs and doing similar action work 
as part and parcel of a barrel job done 
right. Of course there is a limit, and when 
major remedial work on an action is 
required, you can reasonably expect to 
here from the man, with a description of 
the case in hand, the specifics of the 
ailment, and the approximate cost of 
correcting said malady.

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TRIGGER — There is scant logical 
reason for using anything but a good two 
ounce trigger, which is pretty universally 
recognized these days. You have your 
choice of Hart, Shilen, Burns, Canjar LP, 
Williams, Saunders, and Remington. 
Most of the popular conversions are 
selling in the $75.00 vicinity today, and 
you can mentally budget right in that 
area. 


STOCK — Since we are talking about 
a new rifle here, there is no real need to 
give the reader a brisk fifteen minute 
hellfire-and-damnation speech about the 
problems of wood stocks, and the in- 
telligence of fiberglass as a stock se- 
lection. Indeed well over 95% of the new 
benchrest rifles today are built with fi- 
berglass, or its closet cousins, graphite 
or polyester, and any individual advo- 
cating wood for the stock of a new 
benchrest rifle is probably a charter 
member of the Flat Earth Society who 
does not believe that the automobile is 
here to stay. The major producers of 
fiberglass stocks are McMillan, Brown, 
Six, R&M and Kelbly. The new shooter 
will find that shooters get sort of set in 
their ways, and have very strong opinions 
on the virtues of certain stocks. | once 
told Alan Hall that | was going to build a 
heavy varmint rifle with a thumbhole 
stock, and he put his arm around my 
shoulder and said, ‘‘Dave, let’s go out 
and drink until this insane idea is 
forgotten.’’ Another time Seely Masker 
refused to buy a particular brand of stock 
that | wanted used on a light varmint rifle 
. ... 1 went out and bought the darn thing 
myself, brought the stock to his shop, and 
said, ‘‘Here, dammit, use this, and | 
acknowledge that you’ve warned me of 
what you see as its failings.’ Seely 
sulked for weeks, and now that | think 
about it, that reminds me .... | still 


haven’t got that rifle from Seely .... 
hmmm .... 

Generally, a good fiberglass stock will 
cost in the $100.00 vicinity. They come 
in varying shapes, sizes, and designs (like 
women) and each has its own individual 
merits and advantages (like women)... . 
and the decision is up to you (like women). 

A reasonable paint job .... nothing 
fancy, just a single color, but done well 

. will cost between $60 and $100. 
Since the earliest of times, men have 
always lavished extra attention on their 
most prized toys .... ships, firearms, 
art, beautiful women, whatever. If you are 
undecided between a reasonable paint 
job at one price, and a superior paint job 
at $25.00 more, by all means, pay the 
extra few dollars, and get the one that will 
give you pride of ownership. A paint job 
that is reasonably maintained will last for 
years, and the slight price differential, 
when divided by five or more years, will 
fully justify your decision to pamper 
yourself a bit. 

We skipped ahead a bit there, | fear, 
because we really should consider first 
the glue-in of the action, and the bedding 
work that will accompany the glue-in. You 
will still encounter a certain number of 
shooters who favor a conventional 
bedding job, and who do not glue in, but 
rather use the “‘old’’ method of bolting in 
the action, as is done in factory rifles. 
Your editor respectfully disagrees, and 
feels that the glue in of the action, 
properly done, is the best way of avoiding 
a million potential problems that might 
arise out of the amazingly complex 
problem of getting an action to lie still in 
a supposedly inert fiberglass stock. 
However, the editor also recognizes that 
there are guns ‘‘out there’ that are 
bedded in this fashion that are quite 
capable of shooting his ears off, so he

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advances his opinion as being no more 
than his two cents worth, and nothing 
more. 

Bedding jobs will range from $50 to 
$150, and that is admittedly quite a 
swing. Why the difference? Again, two 
schools of thought on the subject (good 
gravy, there’s at least two schools of 
thought on almost everything in this 
blankety-blank sport!). One school of 
thought says that you mix up the glue 
stuff (remember the scene in Macbeth 

. the three witches dancing around 
the boiling, bubbling caldron? That’s the 
way it’s done, my son.).. . . and you sort 
of stuff the action in there, and that’s that, 
it should be ready shortly. The other, and 
more widely-held theory, looks askance 
at such crude goings-on, and says that 
the action should first be conventionally 
bedded, and then it should be glued in. 
This school maintains that without 
proper bedding, all sorts and types of 
stresses on the action result, and all to 
the detriment of accuracy. 

There seems to be do doubt that the 
proponents of the second school of 
thought (i.e., full bedding, and then glue 
in) have the theoretics all on their side; it

is hard to go against what they say. On 
the unbedded rifles, some will shoot like 
the Glory of God (to use a homey Irish 
phrase), and others will shoot less well. 
Possibly it’s a matter how they ‘‘plunk’”’ 
into the glue, maybe it has something to 
do with the phases of the moon... . the 
editor confesses his ignorance. Probably 
the best bet is not to select a method, but 
rather select a gunsmith turning out 
competitive rifles, and allow him to build 
one basically according to his beliefs and 
practices. 

Your choice of gunsmith is a very 
important decision. You should be sat- 
isfied with the appearance of his work, 
and a high percentage of his rifles should 
shoot well at first asking. You may have 
to ‘‘tune’’ the seating depth and a few 
other details, but there should be none of 
this nonsense of the rifle spraying its 
shots all over Hades. No gunsmith turns 
out 100% success ratios, but the fellows 
winning percentage should be high. You 
should be able to ‘‘get along” with him, 
because you'll have questions, and will 
need some advice as you go along. If you 
and the gunsmith, personality-wise, are 
oil and water, then | suggest that the new 
shooter, (at least), should go elsewhere. 
The fellow should have the patience to 
listen to your latest troubles, and offer 
some guidance as to what he thinks you 
should be trying. 

Oops, got off the subject a bit there. 
Back to building your first benchrest rifle. 
We will not discuss scopes here, just the 
basic rifle. To the prices that we've al- 
ready run through, let’s add an arbitrary 
figure of $30.00 for trigger guard, scope 
bases, and other miscellaneous items 
that might be needed. Now, let’s see what 
it looks like the rifle is going to cost us:

LEFT THE RANGE

RICHARD LeBLANC SWEEPS BOTH YARDAGES AND GRAND, 
MARCY LYONS SECOND, PAUL RIVETTE THIRD 


New Braunfels, Texas hosted the 1983 
Hunter Class National Championships on 
June 4 and 5.

Thirty six other shooters had first 
Lowell Frei and then Donalee Price jump 
up and down on their prostrate bodies at 
Visalia on April 23rd and 24th.
